TWIN FALLS - On one wall 
hangs a photograph of a smiliitg 
and happy 3-year-old Janessa 
Homer - her hazel eyes beaming. 

On another wall ore Janessa’s 
crayon sketches: Hockey, the 
« TaatiJy-eatj-'h^father; a' brightly • 
^lored golden. 

Below the sketches on the floor 
is Janesso’s bed - pink sheets 
folded in place. 

The unchanged room is a con- 
• trast to a family that changed for- 
ever four months ago, and a 
remembrance of a girl who will 
■forever remain a jubilant 3-year- 
old in her parents’ eyes. 

On May 28, Janessa Horner 
suffered massive head injuries 
when a load of countertops fell 
from a forklift at The Home 
Depot in Twin Falls, hitting the 
ground and breaking into splin- 
ters. A countertop hit Janessa 
and knocked her down. She then

.felL hhting- her head agamst-tbe 
cement floor.' 

Hours later, and only a few 
days before Jancssa’s fourth 
birthday, she was brain dead. 
She was pronounced dead on 
May 29. 

The accident that killed 
Janessa Homer thrust her young 
parents into a wrenching process 
of talking to attorneys and expert 
witnesses. They are considering a 
settlement from - or a civil law- 
suit against - a retail giant that 
reported $2.3 billion in net earn- 
ings in fiscal year 1999. 

Four months later, the Homers 
arc finally speaking about their 
loss, and their funire.

'The Idaho Watersheds Project 
and the Committee for Idaho’s 
High Desert lost week sent out 
more than 50 letters, giving 60 
days’ nodcc of their intent to sue 


over water diversions that tlireat- 
en endangered salmon, steclheod 
and bull trout in the upper 
Salmon River watershed. 

“For too long, our salmon and 
steclhead spawning streams have 
been dewatered, and destroyed 
by livestock,” said Jon Marvel of 
Hailey. ' who heads the 
Watersheds Project. “For those 


fish to survive, they must have 
flowing streams and good quality 
habitat in the upper Salmon 
basin, and we intend to ensure 
that happens.” 

Some water diversions 
approved by state and federal 
agencies dry up entire salmon

Rising costs threaten 
to siphon off surplus

WASHINGTON - Health and 
retirement costs in the coming ■ 
decades \vill greatly outpace eco- < 
nomic growth, budget analysts 
say, preduding the kind of sur- 
pluses the presidential nominees 
have grand designs on. 

Both the Republican and 
Democratic presidential cam- 
paigns pointed to the report as 
an argument for their differing 
opprooches to handling the sur- 
plus. 

A “serious' fiscal imbalance” 
still will occur - marking the 
rcttim of budget shortfalls - even 
if politicians resist the tempta- 
tion to spend surpluses on tax 
cuts, social programs and other 
initiatives, the nonpartisan 
Congressional Budget Office pre- 
dicts.

able levels,” the CBO report said. 

By 2040, the report projects 
that federal outlays for 
Medicare, Medicaid and Social 
.Security will account for 17 per- 
cent of the gross domestic prod- 
uct, more than double the cur- 
rent icvcl. 

The reasons for the bleak out- 
look arc the same ones politicians 
now ^ve for the need to shore up 
Medicare '.and Social Sei urity: 
The baby boO'm pcnenTtloh will 
soon Sturt to retire, and better 
health hubits and medical care 
mean people will live longer. 

The report suggests that 
improved saving habits by 
Americans and their government 
would blunt the downward spi- 
ral. Its also raise the political 
risky idea of benefit cuts. 

“Thai’s all the rhore reason to 
elect someone who’s a fiscal con- 
servative, whose budget is bal- 
anced and responsible and who 
does nor overspend the suiplus - 
as A1 Gore does,” said Karen 
Hughes, George W. Bush’s cam- 
paign spokeswoman. 

Bush wants to offer $1.6 tril- 
lion in tax cuts over the next 10 
years, which he says will increase 
growth and add to future sur- 
pluses, and conteifds Al Gore ■ 
proposes too many new govern- 
■ ment spending. 

The CBO report dismisses 
growth as a way out of the 
^oomy budgetary future, saying 
that “growth alone is unlikely to 
eliminate projected long-term 
imbalances because it may lead 
to increased spending on many 
programs.” 

Gore pointed to his proposals 
to balance the budget and pay 
off the national debt by 2012. In 
particular. Gore noted that his 
plan puts 5300 billion into a safe- 
ty net if budget projections are— 
not met. 

“We have to make responsible 
choices," Gore sttid. “1 think it’s 
up to us to shape the long-term 
prosperity." 

The CBO cautions that their 
projects arc based upon a variety 
— of“demogrQphic-and-4conomlc— 
assumptions and projects what 
would happen if current policies 
were followed into the future - 
although of course future politi- 
cians would change policies over 
the years.

The S6-year-old law professor 
was sworn in the modernistic 
Sava Center conference hall 
instead of the parliament build- 
ing. whldi was burned and loot- 
ed by mobs that raged against 
Milosevic’s regime Thursday 
and forced him to finally 
occept election defeat the next, 
day. 

Kostunica received a standing 
ovation from lawmakers after 


reading the oath. 

“I promise that I will fulfill the 
constitution of Yugoslavia," a 
dearly moved Kostunica told fed- 
eral parliament and invited dig- 
nitaries. "I will perform my 
duties acebrding to ray con- 
science." 

With the army behind him and 
Milosevic grudgingly ^vishing him 
well after three tumultuous days 
of protests and riodng, the swear- 
ing-in finolly put the stamp of 
le^dmacy on Kostunica’s leader- 


ship. The way seemed open for 
him to begin leading Yugoslavia 
away from isolation and lyinc- 
tions. 

"1 think it is really a historic 
moment," he said in an address 
met with repeated applause. 

Kostunica urged parliament 
deputies to put aside the bitter 
confrontations of the past decade 
that led to bloodshed and anar- 
chy. The future of Yugoslav 
democracy and prosperity 
depended on it, he said.

WASHINGTON - A month 
from Election Day, George W. 
.Bush is still sirug^ing with the 
question that divided his inner 
drclc a month ago: Is going ne^- 
live a positive for his presidential 
campaign? 

The answer is yes, most advis- 
ers and key Republicans say, 
because Bush has no other choice 
when his opponent has the advan- 
. tage of incumbency in times of 
. peace and prosperity. That is why 
he is trying to balance the need to 
attack Democrat A1 Gore against 
fears that voters will object to his 
"tactics. 

“We have to make a '-ase 
against Gore without getting 
blood on our hands,” said Woody 
Cozad, former GOP chairman in 
Missouri, one of the nation's most 
hotly contested states. 

" The dilemma was clear last 
y/cek, when criticism of Gore's 
character came in stops and 
starts. Bush waited until late into 
the first presidential faceoff in 
Boston to challenge Gore’s 
Integrity and raise doubts about 
his ability to 4<eep campaign 
promises on tax cuts, healtli care 
and educadoh. 

■' Two days later in the vice presi- 
dential debate in Danville, Ky., 
Republican Dick Cheney decided 
on tho fly to ditch a hard-hitting 
tmti-Gore line.

Schools struggle over 
gay protection policy 


oMiture took millions qf years to create a siteyou’ll want to live onjorever. 


NAPERVILLE. EL (AP) - Meg 
Sievers vms tired of the teasing, 
the snickers, the whispered 
death threats. 

So she and other gay students 
In' this suburb west of Chicago 
asked the school board to 
include “sexual orientation” in a 
policy that bars students from 


nOraSSUlgOUIBT Biuuaiu>. 

The monthlong battle that . 
ensued reflects the struggles 
school districts across the coun- 
try face as more students “come 
out" during high school — and 
demand the right to express 
their sexual orientation without 
fear of abuse. 

“We used to get a coll once a 
year. Now it’s once a week," said 
Anthony G. Scariono, a Chiaigo 
attorney who fields districts’ 
quesdons about policies that pro- 
tect gay students. 

Scoriano’s clients include 200 
' Illinois school districts and 15 
outside the state. He points to 
several recent court decisions in 
advising them to indude sexual 
orientation in their anti-harass- 
ment codes. 

In 1996, for example, school 
ofndols in Ashland, Wis., agreed 
to pay $900,000 to former stu- 
dent Jamie Nabozny, who had 
alleged in a federal lawsuit that 
school officials failed to stop 
harassment that ranged from 
anti-gay slurs to severe beatings. 

And last year, a divided U.S. 
Supreme Court ruled that 
schools can be sued when offi- 
cii don’t prevent students from 
sexually harassing each other. 
That ruling could be interpreted 
to include harassment based on 
sexual orientation, Scariano said. 

The Gay, Lesbian and ScraJ^t 
Education Network, a gay-ri^ts 
group meeting in Arlington 
Heights, Dl., this weekend, has 
discussed ways teachers and 
administrators can address the 
needs of gay students. 


Workshops on the group’s agen- 
da included “How to Handle 
Horassment in the Hallwoys in 
Three Minutes’* and “Strategies 
for Effective Anti-Bias 
Trainings.” 

Peter LaBarbcra, a senior ana- 
lyst with the Family Research 
Council, a conservative policy 
group in Washington, worries 
that groups like GLSEN have a 
larger agenda in mind when they 
try to get sexual orientation 
clauses included in district poli- 
cies. 

“We think these nondiscrima- 
tion policies end up being used 
in schools for purposes that most 
parents would object to,” such as 
to teach young children about 
homosexuality. LaBarbcra said. 

In Naperville, 27 parents, stu- 
dents and community members 
spoke passionately on both sides 
of the issue at an August school 
board meeting on the proposal. 
The district includes nearly 
19,000 students. 

Pastor Brian VanDerwoy of 
Cornerstone Church in 
Naperville said a school policy 
should ban harassment of any 
kind instead of singling out a 
particular group of students. 

But Sievers, an 18-year-old 
who has graduated from 
Napert^e Central High School, 
said teachers need to know that 
they con and should stand up for 
gay students. “I heard name-call- 
ing, taunting, teasing. I had some 
death threats,” she said of her 
junior and senior years, after she 
told classmates she was gay. 
“Teasers did nothing. ... I don’t 
think that they thought they 
could do something about it." 

The board eventually 
approved a compromise version 
that does not explicitly ban 
harassment based on sexual ori- 
‘entadon, but does point out that 
gay students In particular may 
face harassment.

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Canadian frost could improve prospects for Idaho potato growers

©AHO FALLS (AP) - An early 
frost in Canada’s western potato 
provinces is offering Idaho grow- 
ers a my of hope in an otherwise 

disn^ycar. 

"Only time will tell if this frost 
caused enough damage to spike 
prices here in Idaho,” Potato 
■ Growcire'of idalio President Keith 
Esplin said. “But it is the first pos- 
itive market signal we have seen 
this year, and we sure could use 


some belter prices.' 

. For. three straight nights, tenv 
pcraturcs in Alberta, Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan dipped to 
,_betwcen 10 an d 15 degr ees 
Fahrenheit. 

“You always hope it’s some- 
body else and not you,” said C.B. 

-Ypmarchairman of- the Potato- 
Growers of Alberta. 

The processing plants in the 
Lethbridge area of Carutda have 


reported frost damage in about 
one-quarter of spuds they have 
seen, Ypma said. He estimated 
that a quarter or more of their 
crop is still in the ground. 

“Il’s a big hlti" he said.-“In- 

August, people were saying we 
were going to have a surplus crop. 
— l.saitU.’Ito .crop Is not out .of the _ 
ground yet.’” 

Potatoes cannot be harvested 
until the soil has warmed up to 


about 42 degrees. Colder than 
that, they arc prone to bruising, 
which causes rot in storage. - -- - 

' Idaho’s last bad frost was in 
late ^picmbcr 198S, when a sig- 
nificant portion of-ihc-crop-was_ 
lost. Canada suffered that year, 
too. But this year, the cold front 


from the Northwest that has hit 
Canada has missed Idaho, where 
nighttime lows have .been about 
25 degrees. 

Idaho and the Columbia Basin 
_. have big Russet Burbank crops 
this fall, and there was a sense 
among growers that surpluses in 


every region were likely to keep 
prices low. 

At thejnoment, growers on 
average ore getting about $2.50 
for every hundred pounds they 
sell. The cost of growing them, 
however, is between $4 and $5 
per hundi^wcight.

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Impact of abortion pill on 
Idaho will likely be minimal 


* BOISE (AP) - Mifepristone, the 
abortion pill just approved by the 
Food and Drug Administration, 
may have raised abortion rights., 
hopes and anti*obortion fears, but 
it is unlikely the drug wUI make a 
difference in Idaho any time soon.

g lnanics ore split on whether to 
oover the treatment, and Planned 
nthood of Idaho - which docs 
provide surgical abortions - 
not have the sonogram equip- 
ment or staff needed to prescribe 
me drug. 

: Still, abortion rights activists 
hope the pill commonly known as 
AU-486 will allow more Idaho 
physicians to provide abortions 
and can give women a chance to 

f ake their decision more private- 

“It can be made with her family, 
tier doctor and her faith,” Idaho 
Women’s Network Director Jen 
Ray said. 

Mifepristone is used with anoth- 
er drug to chemically terminate a 
pregnancy. It works in 92 to 9S pc^ 
cent of all women, but it must be 
taken within the first seven weeks 
of pregnancy. 

Ray, Boise Pianned Parenthood 
j^keswoman Nicole Prehoda and 
Mhers say the drug could encour- 
women who may otherwise 


have a later-term abortionoto end - 
the pregnancy in the early stoges 
of fetal development. 

But. anti-abortion activists are . 
looking for ways to fight the drug. 

Southern Republicans in 
Congress alrcody have written bills 
to restrict its use, saying they are- 
correcting the Clinton administra- 
tion’s mistoke. And abortion foes 
in Idaho ore studying their options 
for this winter’s legislative session. 

The outspoken activists of past 
abortion battles - including Kelly 
Walton and Idaho Chooses Life 
leader David Ripley - would like 
an outright ban, but they probably 
will se^ answers instead through 
the incrementol changes that have 
characterised Idaho's abortion leg- 
islation praedees for years. 

Only a handful of doctors per- 
form abortions in Idaho, and they 
must report each procedure to the 
Department of Health and 
Welfare. The same rules would 
apply with the new drug. And 
although the compiled data arc 
coiindcntial, the reporting require- 
ment may be cnou^ to discourage 
many doctors from prescribing 
mifepristone. 

“I think the big conc«u for doc- 
tors is security,” said'^ Maxine 
Klane of Planned Parenthood of 
Metropolitan Washington, D.C.

Blue Cross of Idaho does not 
cover surgical abortion os a stan- 
dard benefit, but it allows some 
larger employers to opt for the cov- 
en^, spokeswoman lisho Bridges 

The compdny has not decided 
whether (he abortion drug will be 
covered for those clients. 

With or without insurance, the 
costs end side effects of mifepris- 
tone may keep some women from 
chooting the option. 

Prehoda said the price for the 
prescription should roughly equal 
that of surgical abortion, about 
S400 to $450. But physicians cau- 
tion thai there may be incidental 
costs, such os a sonogram to show 
how for along the pregnancy is.

:• BOISE (AP) - An agency that 
has helped thousands of refugees 
Ibarn English, find jobs and 
b:ecomc U.S. citizens has closed. 
••The corporation that adminis- 
ters Mountain States Refugee 
Center closed the longtime 
^cncy a week ago after a 
^J335,000 federol grant that 
bclpt^ fund it was discontinued. 

•Z ^me of the services the center 
provided will be taken over by 
other ogencies. But the' closure 
Rtunned refugees' and former 
staffers who learned of the deri- 
sion nine days before the center 
dosed. 

•."‘This refugee center is my 
fljher home,” said 68-year-old 
/^vdo Kobic, a Bosnian who used 
t« come to the center every day 
to meet with other seniors. 
.^Mountain Statc.s Group 
Executive Director Hortzell 
Qobbs said the center could not 
stay open without the grant 
tBon'ey, which he called “the 
heart of the center.” 

■'However, former staffers said 
Ihe federal grant provided only a 
portion of the center’s funding. 
iJfike Tracy, a spokesman for U.S. 
Sen. Larry Craig, said the Idaho 
Republican’s office is looking 
i^o the complaints.

Mormon church leaders urged 
followers to shun sensational 
medio, pornography, drugs and 
immodest dress at the faith’s 
general conference Saturday. 

. "I am confident there are 
some young men and women 
* who were baptized as members 

■ of this church, who have been 
foithful and active in their 

life younger years, but who have 
; slipped and ore slipping into the 
foggy swamp of immorality, 
drugs, pornography and fail* 
V' ' urc,” church president Gordon 
r*: B. Hinckley told the faithful at 
lo-t the church’s 170th Semi-Annual 
: - * General Conference. 

The 90-year-old leader of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of 
; Latter-doy Saints continued a 
theme he set out at last month’s 
’■— * meeting of the church’s 
l” women’s group, where he 
; warned mothers their children 
; were attending “lewd” and 
' “sexual” concerts or events 
' where drugs are available. 

' At Saturday night’s men-only 
Priesthood Meeting, Hinckley 
spoke against Internet pornog- 
raphy, cheating, divorce, tat- 
toos, body piercing, all-night 
rave parties, and a pew fad 
where boys and girls choke each 
other for a quick high. 

: “Our youth find this tempting 

■ ; stuff all about them,” he said. 


. .“They.need.the. help. pf th^ejr 
parents in resisting it. They 
need a tremendous amount of 
— self-control. -Thoy-need_the_ 

strength of good friends. They 
need prayer to fortify them 

- against this flood-dde of filth.” 

— Other"churchaulhoridesdl5-“ 
cussed similar topics throughout 
the day. 

“By choosing to be in His 
kingdom, we separate - not iso- 
late - ourselves from the 
world,” Elder Robert D. Hales 
of the Quorum of the Twelve 
Apostles said at the opening of 
the conference. “Our dress will 
be modest, out thoughts pure, 
our language clean. The movies 
and television we watch, the 
music we listen to, the books, 
magazines and newspapers we 
read wUl be uplifting.’' 

Elder Russell M. Nelson of the 
Quorum of the Twelve Apostles 
praised the speed of computers 
and the Internet but said there 
was danger in “these electronic 
servants." 

“If we let them take over our 
time, pervert our potendal, or 
poison our minds with pornogra- 
phy, they cease being servants 
and become instead false gods,” 
he said. 

Margaret D. Nadauld, presi- 
dent of the church’s group for 
young women, urged the-women 
in the audience to stay true to 
their feminine nature and treat 
their bodies as “a holy temple.” 

“Women who love God would 
never abuse or deface a temple 
with graffiti, nor would they 
throw open the doors of that 
holy, dedicated edifice and 
Invite the world to look on,” slie 
said.

ChurcB pamphlets upset 
parents of gay children 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - 
Mormon parents of gay children 
want church leaders to stop dis- 
tributing decadcs-old pamphlets 
they soy condemn their offspring 
as “latter-day lepers.” 

At a Friday news conference, 
staged on the eve of this week- 
end’s 170th Semiannual General 
Conference of The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 
David Hardy, a former Mormon 
bishop, said the language of the 

f tompnleis “engenders fear and 
oatni^" toword gay Mormon 
youth. The group was upset about 
four publications: “To Young 
Men Only,” “To the One,” 
“Letter to a Friend” and “For the 
Strength of Youth.” 

Hardy, his wife, Carlie, ond 
three otner Mormon couples, said 
numerous letters to church offi- 
cials had been met by “at best, 
kindly indifference.” 


In a statement issued late 
Friday, LDS Church Welfare 
Services managing director 
Harold C. Brown didn’t deny the 
pamphlets were still being used. 

“These are individuals who are 
children of God. We love them; 
wa respect them,” he said. “This 
church is a church of inclusion, 
not exclusion, and we welcome 
them and want them to be a part 
of the church.” 

Hardy also said it was embar- 
rassing 'lim as a Mormon that 
“To Y( Men Only” - in which 
Boyd 1 icker, president of the 
church'. ;Uorum of the Twelve 
Apostles, recounts how a young 
man “floored” a prestmably gay 
missionary companion - was 
' being distributed about the same 
time two men were tried for the 
1998 beating death of Matthew 
. Shepard, a gay Wyoming student.

At the Gaza Strip crossroads of 
Netzarim, scene of some of the 
week’s bloodiest clashes, on older 
Palestinian man stood stock-still, 

• apparently uncomprehending, 
while everyone around him scat- 
tered .with the thundering 
approach of an Israeli helicopter 
gunshlp. “What, what, whatl” he 
cried out. Someone grabbed him 
and propelled him toward the frail 
shelter of a nearby olive grove. 
Such an all-out plunge into armed 
confrontation replete with daily 
guii battles between Israeli troops 
and well-armed Palestinian para- 
militaries, the deployment of 
Israeli battle tanks at the very 
edge of Palestinian cities, and 
land’s use of heavy weoponiy like 

• armor-piercing misses in the pres- 
ence of crowds of rioters - would 
have been nearly unthinkable a 
year ago. 

Israeli Prime Minister Ehud 
Bai^, overwhelmingly elected 16 
months ago on a peace platform, 
hud embarked on what were 
meant to be fast-track negotiations 
with the Palestinians, aimed at 
reaching a sweeping peace accord 
by mid^eptember. But the talks 
fdtered, with one missed deadline 
following another. 

Palestinian leader Yasser 
Arafat, who had staked'his pres- 
tige on a peace partnership with 
Barak, attended with great reluc- 
tance the hastily convened Comp 
Da\dd summit in July - and earned 
a sharp rebuke from President

Team discovers escape tunnel 
under Berlin wall after 38 years 


BERLIN (AP) - The remains of 
the largest tunnel under the 
Berlin Wall, used as an illegal 
route from east to west, have 
been unearthed, the weekly news 
magazine Der Spiegel reported 
Saturday. 

Xhe wooden supports for what 
was known as Tunnel 29 were 
discovered by a team from 
Spiegel TV during research for a 
documentary. 

The tunnel was built by volun- 
teers - mostly West Berlin stu- 
dents - the year after the wall 
went up. It was 413 feet long and 
almost 20 feet below the wall.

The great fisheries giveaway; 


W ith privatization currently ■ 
a standard response to 
many of the world’s ills, it 
may seem bid-fashioned 
to suggest that there 
exists a problem Uiai may not lend itself 
.to a strictly market-based solution. But 
when the only tool poUtidans and 
economists seem to wield is a hammer, 
every problem bc^ns to look Wke a nail. 

Public resources, like broadcasting fre- ■ 
quendcs, often hove been auctioned to 
private owners. Here In the United 
States, however, we’re about to go ope , 
better, in the near future. Congress Is 
poised to give away public ownership of 
the oceans’ fish. Imagine the public out- 
cry if one were to suggest privatizing 
trees in our national forests, or vdldlife in 
our fedora' refuges. Yei just su^ a solu- 
tion is being proposed for rescuing our 
mismonu^ fisli populations. 

Over (he past 25 years, many of 
America’s fisheries hove bee« in steep 
decline. New England’s Geoi^es Bonk, 
once one of the world’s richest fisheries is 
off limits to much fishing, its on» abun- 
dant supplies of cod now virtuoUy 
exhausted. There is vridespread agree- 
ment on the cause of this economic and 
ecological catastrophe, on inability of the 
UB. govcnuncni to m^e difficult, biolog- 
ically sound dedsions in the face of deter- 
mined indusuy and political opposition. 
Short-term economics, not sound sdence, 
drives Series management. 

The appeal of privatizing fish is easy to 
understand from an investor’s point of 
view. Who can argue with windfall prof- 
iu? Yet it’s undc^ir how this will address 
the real problem lacing our fisheries - ' 
the need to conserve. 

Here’s how it’s suppo»d to work under 
the proposed privatization scheme. The 
government would set on overall limit on 



how much fish can be taken each year, 
and tlien diwy up the rights to catch the 
fi&h by assigning quotas to those that 
have caught fish in previous years. This 
system of Individual Fishing Quotas 
(IFQs) allows fishing rights to be bpught, 
sold or traded like shares of stock, 
although the initial allocation of quota is 

What’s wrong with-lhis idea? If a fisher- 
man octuoUy owns a piece of the fishery, 
the thcoiy 8®®** he’ll better core for the 
resource so it provide benefits into 
the funire. But people and businesses all 
too frequently select sltort-term rewards 
over their long term interests; every 
American paying 20 percent interest on 
credit card debt is proof. More colloquial- 
ly, a fish in the hand seems to be worth 
two, or 20 in the sea. 

Federal grazing policies offer on 
instructive lesson in resource economics. 
As in the fishing plan, grazing leases ore 
issued to ranchers by the federal govern- 
ment essentially in perpetuity. In theory, 
the leaseholders should therefore care for 
the land for the long term benefits it can 
provide. However, the reality is different. 
The most recent comprehensive survey pf 
federal range lands identified 54 percent 
in cither poor or very poor condition, and 
only 15 percent in good condition. 
CUcarly, the theory that owners are good 
stewards of natur^ resources needs 
retooling. Conservation does not automat- 
ic^y flow from privatization. 

For those who look to past experience, 
the record on IFQs is mixed at test. IFQs 
have resulted in consolidation of the fish- 


ing industry, squeezing out smaU-scnle ' 
fishermen in favor of industrial interests.^*’' 
On corporate-owned boats, crewmem- , 
bers are merely employees or fishery 
sharecroppers, without a strong incentivtf* 
to protect fish stocks. , , 

For one IFQ fishery in New Zealand, 80 ^ 
percent of the quota is held by 10 percent 
of the quota holders. Consolidation in this , 
fishery produced incrca.sed pressure to ' 
raise the total allowable catch. ; • ; 

Subsequently the orange roughy fishery ' ; 
was dedored a disaster, and fishing is 
being curbed substantially. IFQs have 
been tried in the Atlantic surf clam/Kcon;’ 
quahog fishery, the source of rnost of y ' 
America’s clam chowder. Within a f^w • 
years of creating quotas in the fishery, 
the largest shareholders were the 
National Westminster Bank and a Dutch-".' 
accounting firm. The 135 licensedTWrf 
dam and ocean quahog boats dwindled 
to fewer than 50 within five years, and 
employment fell by one-third. 

In 19^, Congress placed a moratorium 
on new IFQ programs because of con- 
cerns over their impacts on both fisher- 
men and the marine environment. Diat 
moratorium expires if Congress adjourns 
without extending the deadline. Like 
race horses queued up at the starting 
gate, both federal offidals and industry 
lobbyists have IFQ programs ready to 
implement, even though important ques- 
tions about IFQs remain unanswered. 

Until these concerns are properly ’’ 
addre^d. Congress should keep those . 
horses in the bain.

There 
was no way the United States 
could have altered the outcome 
at Pearl Harbor. 

Americans have every riglit - 
in fact, a responsibility - to cx^^t 
accountability from their military 
commanders. On the other hand, 
our concept of justice is that 
• every citizen, even admirals, be 
accorded a fair trial, and that 
only those found guilty through a 
legal process be punished. For 
Adm. Kimmel, this is a judgment 
that Americans have y et to mak e.

"The bottom line with this is it 
hurts the state of Idaho because 
we’re producing individuals that 
are filling the job need," said 
Kerry McKcever, chairman of 
the University of Idaho Faculty 
Council. "We’ve got to give them 
the best education wc can, -but

Home isn’t always 
an'ad'vantage

Baseball’s summer marat on 
is now an autumn sprint, each 
play and game magnified in 
“‘impOriancereachTeamcagerfoi^ 
any edge. 

Make an error in April and it 
is fast forgotten. Make the same 
error in October and the memo- 
ry can lost a lifetime. 

Make the error on the road 
and it is celebrated by hostile 
fans. Make it at home and the 
hostility can be much more 
inicnM.-. 

Home crowds do not tolerate 
mistakes warmly. That’s why 
some people insist that playing 
in from of them is no bargain 
and, in fact, would prefer to 
spend their time on the road. 

Logic suggests that teams 
would be better off at home, 
playing in front of friendly fans, 
in a familiar environment. 
That’s why every league gives 
teams with the l^t records on 
edge — an extra playoff game or 
two at home and all the benefits 
that go with them. 

There are some people, how- 
ever, who wonder if the' edge 


really is an edge at all. There 
arc issues at home - ticket 
. demands, glad-handcrs all 
around - that disappear on the 
road. 

Also accompanying ilio home- 
field advantage is the pressure 
to defend that edge. Visiting 
teams come in with a purpose - 
win one game and then get out 
— of town-and maybe they-won’f- 
have to go back. It makes things 
more complicated for the home 
team. 

A home-field advantage? 
Maybe there's no such thing. 

“That makes a ton of sense,” 
said Dr. Greg BucU, a sports psy- 
chologist at Wichita State 
University. “For some teams, 
being on the road is easier. The 
bunker mentality can simplify 
things. Isolation and insulation 
can be a significant advantage. It 
^cenainly can play out that way.” 

It did for the New York 
Yankees in 1996. They lost the 
first two World Scries games at 
home to Atlanta and Acn won 
the next three on the road 
before winning the Scries in 
Gome 6 back in the Bronx. 

In 199^ the Yankees won the 
last two Scries games on the 
road for a sweep against the Son 
Diego Padres. Last year, they 
won the first two away from 
home against the" Brav^~ 


Over the last five seasons, 
home teams have a slim 83-75 
edge over \ri.sitors in postseason 
baseball. And that doesn’t 
include two straight losses at 
home the Chicago White Sox 
against Seattle last week. 

In the NHL, hockey people 
have talked for years about the 
importance of liomc-icc advan- 
— tage. -And yet,-four-of-tbo-last- 
fivc Stanley Cups have been 
won by teams playing on the 
road. 

In the last five years, home 
teams have never won more 
than 58 percent of NHL playoff 
games. In the 1997-98 season, 
the percentage dipped to .488, 
an alarming suggestion that 
playing at home was no help at 
aU. 

The home-field edge Is strong 
in the NFL, where visiting 
teams have won just 14 of 50 
playoff games in the last five 
years. 

In basketbaU, the home edge 
is more of a factor in the play- 
offs than it is in the regular sea- 
son. Last season, home teams 
won just over 60 percent of 
games before the playoffs, but 
71 percent in the postseason. 

In the first round, the differ- 
ence was even more dramatic, 
up to 78.8 percent for teams 
playing at home.-

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Time to heal: Teammates 
move on after Phills’ death 



CHARLOTTE, N.C. (AP) - 
Sometimes, during the quiet 
moments of summer when David 
Wesley had nothing else to do, 
the pain over best mend Bobby 
Phills’ death was almost too 
much to handle. 

There have been no ca^ days 
for Wesley since Phills was killed 
in an auto aeddent last January 
after the two Charlotte Hornets 
teammates left practice. 

Police said the two wet% racing 
their Porsches at up to 100 mph 
when Phills lost control and slid 
into oncoming traffic. He died 
Instantly, end Wesley watched 
from his rearview miiror. 

At the time, Wesley had bas* 
keiball and an organumdon full 
of grieving people to help him. It 
was the nucfdle of the season, and 
Charlotte's starting point guard 
didn’t'mlss'a'game'nftcr Phills' 
death. 

But when the season ended, 
and Wesley was finally alone, he 
had nothing to take his mind off 
what happened. It was then that 
the grief, the guilt and the pain 
could not be pushed aside any- 
more. 

“The summer was, in spots, dif- 
ficult," he said. "You know, sum- 
mer was when we hung out the 
most. Golfing. Traveling. You 
know, I miss those things." 

There were times when he 
missed Phills so much, when he 
longed to talk to him so badly, 
that he would ny to call him as if 
there was a chance Phills might 
pick up the phone. 

“You know, his cell phone 
answering machine is still on and 
his voice is still on there,” Wesley 
said. “And Pd only.know that if I 
called him. So I did call him.” 

’n July, Wesley went to trial to 
face charges of racing'Phills 
when he was killed. He had to 
relive the moment, tell a judge 
how he saw the accident in his 
mirror, then drclcd back to find 
Phills' lifeless body in the car. 

The judge found him innocent

Construction 
figures don’t 
measure up 
to 1999’s mark

TWIN FALLS - Ho-hum. 
Building’s back to boring in 
Twin Falls, at least for those who 
just track numbers. 

TVin Falls’ construction values 
in September plummeted 57 per- 
cent from the year-earller total. 
The dty last month issued build- 
ing pennits for projects totaling 
an estimated $3.5 inilllon •> that’s 
$4.5 million less than in 
September 1999 - for combined 
construction types. 

But that’s not the whole story. 
We’re comparing last month 
with a period when a permit for 
a new Twin Falls location of the 
world’s largest home-improve- 
ment retailer helped send the 
city’s construction-value totals 
up to almost $8 million in 
September 1999 - a 168 percent 
leap from the just-less-than-$3 
million value on permits issued 
in September 1998. The Home 
Depot’s project alone added $4 
million to lost fall’s activity. 

Last month’s placid perfor- 
mance, on the other hand, 
erased much of 2000's edvances 
over 1999. After shortfalls in 
May and June and strong posi- 
tive reversals in July and 
August, last month brought . 
year*to-dote 2000 down to fust 
$1 million ahead of the first 
nine months of 1999 for com- 
bined construction types. 

The residential side, with 
fewer home permits and only 
slightly higher new-home val- 
ues, contributed to last month’s 
contra^on. - 

September’s number of per- 
mits for new single-family 
homes in the city fell to six - 
down from 14 in September 
1999. Amd the Twin Falls homes’ 
average value inched up a tiny 1 
percent to $108,715 from the 
$107,578 of a year earlier, when 
values were up 14 percent from 
the $94,360 average value of 
SeptemlMr 1998. 

Last month’s overage beat 
August’s $107,643 average new- 
home value for single-family 
projects, as well. 

— Ottly~one — developer— in— 
September took a permit for 
new multifamily housing in 
Twin Falls - a duplex valued at 
$96,640 - and the city issued 
just two permits for mobile 
homes.

Oil company investors have hit gusher

High gosoUiic prices have bron 
draining wallets the past year. 
And this winter, consumers are 
expected to pay about a third 
more for home heating oil. 

But whot has been bad news 
for consumers has added mightily 
to the bottom lines of the compa* 
nics that produce and refine 
crude oil into all manner of petro- 
leum products. By and large, 
those who hove invested in oil 
stocks have begun to reap the 
benefits. 

Even President Clinton’s deci- 
sion to release more crude oil - 
the basis for gasoline, hearing oil 
and diesel fuel - into the market- 
place should not dampen oil com- 
pany stock prices dramatically, 
analysts said. 

■ As a group, oil company rev- 
enues and earnings have risen 
dramatically this year. Sunoco 
Inc.’s first-quarter net income 
jumped 300 percent to S78 mil- 
lion. The Philadelphia refiner did 
even better during its second 
quarter, posting a 700 percent 
gain that pushed net income up 
to $215 million. The company’s 
gains appeared so dramatic 
because Sunxo posted its weok- 
esi earnings in 1999, when crude 
prices plummeted to about' 510 a 
barrel. 

This yeor, tighter oil supplies 
around the world and rising 
demand for products have caused 
crude prices to more than triple. 
In mid-September, the price 
reached nearly $38 a barrel, a 
level not seen since the Persian 
Gulf War in 1991. 

As a result, Sunoco and other 
refiners said they paid more for 
crude and, to cover their extra 
costs, are ehorging consumers 
more for refined products such as 
gasoline and hearing oil. 

Despite the recent financial 
bonanta, Sunoco shareholders 
have lost about 26 percent on 
their investment over the past 
two years, including dividend

payments. 

By comparison, 'Valero Energy 
Corp. of San Antonio has 
returned about 64 percent, and 
Tosco Corp. in Old Greenwich, 
Conn., about 39 percent during 
the same period. 

The returns for Valero and 
Tosco reflect the companies’ 
recent and timely acquisitions of 
refineries, said James Van Alpn, 
an analyst at Janney 
Montgomery Scott L.L.C. in 
Pliiladelphia. 

"They’re adding capacity,” 
Van Alen said. “So you’re doing 
more business and your profits 
should go up. (Profit) maryns are 
generally pretty good this year 
relative to a year ago, which was 
lerriblc." 

Sunoco, however, says It has 
decided to focus on building up 
other areas of the company, 
namely its coke and chemicals 
divisions. 

Terence Delaney, Sunoco’s 
director of investor relations and 


strategic planning, noted that 
Valero and Tosco poid hefty 
prices for their new refineries. 
“We’re not willing to pay the 
prices they did,” he said. 

Sunoco says it is keeping its 
options open on refinery acquisi- 
tions. "We're trying to grow in 
the chemicals bigness, the coke 
business, our retail (service sta- 
tions), ond we will opportunisti- 
cally look at refineries,” Delaney 
said. 

Asked whether Sunoco also 
should have purchased more 
refineries, Van Alen said: “They 
have to be careful, but they 
haven’t been aggressive enough.” 

Sunoco's return on investment 
aLso has paled against companies 
such as Chevron and ExxonMobil 
Corp. of Irving, Texas, which do 
oil exploration as well as reflning. 
During the past two years, 
Chevron and Exxon have shown 
returns of about 7 percent and 33 
percent, respectively. 

Investors in either pure refin- 
ers or in the .so<al]ed integrated 
companies that do both explo- 
ration and refining have sinular 
questions about the short-term 
future. Have oil stocks, cyclical 
by nature, reached their peak? 
Or can prices for crude oil, which 
drive the retail market and have 
created record revenues, go high- 
er still? 

Some analysts said stock prices 
should continue to climb through 
the winter. Heavy demand for 
heoring oil should bolster profits. 
And robust earnings usually 
tran-slatc into higlier shore prices. 

Van Alen was bullish on buy- 
ing shares of oil-sector compa- 
nies. “We don’t think they’re out- 
rageously priced,” he said. 
“They've still got a ways to go.” 

Even Sunoco has room to grow. 
Van Alen predicted. 

“We think Sunoco con go to 
about $32 or more,” he said. “In 
the wintertime, they can make a 
lot of money between what they 
pay for (crude) ond what they sell 
it for,” in ihc form of refined

Honestly, if you can’t tell this is 
a fraud, then go ahead and hand 
over your money. You're going to 
lose it to some scam artist sooner 
or^atcr, so you might as well get 
it over with. 

The way those sites “erase" 
true, negative items from your 
records is by instructing you to 
create a new, phony identity. 
Does that sound legal, ethical or 
right? What’s more, your new 
false identity won't have any 
credit history, and guess how 
willing lenders are to extend 
credit to someone who has none? 

Federal regulators keep trying 
to stamp out these sites, but they 
multiply like cockroaches. With a 
steady diet of gullible customers, 
it’s no wonder. 

If you want real help in 
improving your credit raring, con- 
sult a book such as Robin 
Leonard’s “Money Troubles:

Not oil oil experts were high on 
Investing in the sector now. Bob 
Hinckley, a principal at 
Petroleum Research Group, a 
New Yoik finn that advises insur- 
ance companies, pension funds 
and mutu^ funds on investing in 
oil companies, said oil stocks had 
reached their peak and could 
begin coming down when crude 
prices Stan to fall. 

“Our prognosis is that the 
stocks arc pretty rich at the 
moment,” Hinckley said. "We 
tend to buy these stocks when 
they’re out of favor, as they were 
in February. This cycle is only a 
year and a half old, and they’ve 
already reached their peak.” 

Hinckley said oil stock prices 
could start coming down next 
June as crude prices stabilize. 

“Crude prices should come 
bock down to the mid-20s next 
summer,” he said. “We’re betting 
that prices will settle out below 
$25 a barrel, probably around 
$20, as o sustainable level.” 

To help reduce crude prices, 
President Clinton released 30 
million barrels of oil Sept. 22 
from the nation’s Strategic 
Petroleum Reserve, which holds 
about 570 million barrels of 
crude, or about 60 days’ supply. 

As a result, gasoline and heat- 
ing oil prices should come down, 
but the lower pricc.s likely will 
log behind by o few weeks, ana- 
lysts said. 

And of course, no one knows 
how mu(^ prices will drop or how 
long they will stay down. Sunoco 
said the market, not the oil com- 
panies, determines prices. 

“Tlie market forces would have 
to %vork,” a company spokesman, 
Jerry l^vis, said. “I can’t tell you 
what the prices will be.”

In the book, author 
Marilyn vos Savant also delivers 
some bad news for bad spellers. 

The English language is a tou^ 
one, she says, and your spellcheck in 
only as smart as its user. (It doesn’t 
even know the difference between 
"bazaar” and “bizarre.”) 

, But there is good news, too: 
“Spelling ability is not a reflection of 
intelligence.” 

Vos Savant should know. The 
Parade magazine columnist is listed 
in the Guinness Book of World 
. Records Hall of Fame as having the 
world's hipest recorded IQ (228). 

In her new book, she chose to write 
about a fosdnadng subject. 

A recent survey that Parade con- 
ducted revealed, that spelling ability 
may be more related to personality 
traits or habits than has traditionally

But I also developed my mother’s 
tendencies toward compulsive 
behavior. 

I once read about a woman who 
docs the Sunday crossword puzzle 
witli an ulirofinc pen and a bottle of 
correction fluid. I don’t do that, but 
the practice doesn't sound nearly os 
neurotic to me as it should. 

I admit it. I’m a borderline perfec- 
tionist, and I keep hearing that per- 
fectionism is not a particularly good 
quality to hove - os in migraines, 
sleep iniemiptions ... suicidal depres- 
sion. . . 

I know I’m not miserable and suia- 
dal. But, on occasion, I do think I may 
be ... well, mildly annoying. 

Combine that with my being a 
newspaper editor, and you have 
— someone who is pretty much allergic - 
to misspelled words. 

■ And misspelled words are every- 
where. 

Ride around any town and you will 
sec the signs: “Lemon pic - desert of 
the month.” Or, “Big dearence sale.” 

Misspelled words are lurking in 
your church bulletins, toot “Let’s wel- 
come new baby Sean Anthony 
Green, the sin of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Green.” Or, “Thursday night potluck 
supper - prayer and medication to 
foUow.” 

I don’t go around people’s spelling 
errors, partly because no one would 
like me if I did, and pa^y because 
it’s often none of my business. 

The worst case I ever heard of is 
the Postal Service employee who 
ihadc the news when he got caught 
reading people's postcards out loud 
— and"writing-noies on-lhe postcardsto— 
correct the spelling errors. I don’t 
want to end up doing stuff like that. 

But another reason why 1 don’t 
give spelling lectures to my friends 
and family is because I sometimes 
make my own spelling errors. (Yes / 
do, Waaaahl Don’t tell anyone.) 
Working in a newspaper office 
doesn’t make you immune. 

In fact, Fve heard tell of some real- 
life bloopers that somehow made it 
into prim in newspapers throughout 
tlie country:

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First your cat disemboweled the 
couch, then created hieroglyphics 
on the antique furniture with its 
daws, and, finally, used your mind- 
child's face as an Etch-A-Skctch 
leaving lots of little red lines. The 
problem is. scratching is no prob- 
lem for cats in the wild; the world is 
their scruiching post. It's oqly trou- 
blesome for cats forced to shore 
today's typical 2,500-squarc-foot, 
three-bedroom cat house with 
imman.s. 

Cats have a strong desire to 
scratch. It’s an inherited, normal 
behavior. A cat normally chooses a 
prominent vertical object to scratch 
and returns again ond again to the 
same location. Say, for example, a 
tree. - , . u 

The front daws extend, otp the 
surface, and ore alternately w>th- 
dravm and extended. This not only 
leaves a prominent visual mark, but 
ol» an olfactory mark from secre- 
tions in die paw’s sweat glandi 
scratching action helps condition 
the clows by removing old, frayed 
and loose layers of daw ond expos- 
ing sharp, healthy, new claw ^dc^ 
neath (cats also chew off old daw 
while {pwiming themselves). 

The instinct to scratch starts 
when cats arc about 1 month old. 
Rather than trying to stop cats from 
scratching, teach them, os 
to scruich where it's acceptable. Or 
take other steps. 

There are several options: 
Remove their claws, cover them 
with protective caps, such as Soft 
Paws, or trim their nails fretiuendy. 
Dedawing should be considered a 
procedure of last resort. 

Most often, Soft Paws works 
great, except for difficult cats or 
those that objiiCt to having their 
nails tri'iimcd. And, while they 
don't eliminate the scratching, they 
do diminaic mo^ of the damage. 

How can you get a cal to u.se a 
scraidiing post? The following rules 
of thumb might help: 
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• Have what behavioral expert 
Dr. Rolan Tripp refers lo as the 
“designaicd Kmcn-proof area" or 
“safe room" (meaning the fiunlmre 
and cat are independently safe). 
When training or retraining vour 
cat to use a scratching post, don't 
let it have- the run of (he house 

■ where the scratching options are 
simply too great. Rather, cither 
limit the size of the room (smaller is 
better) or remove unacceptable 
scratching surfaces from the area. 

• If oeddents happen, gd back to 
smaller access and increase as cor- 
rect clawing occurs. 

• Because cats frequently scratch 
and stretch after vraking. place the 
post close to its sleeping area or 
near where it hcj begun to scratch 
inappropriatdy. 

• Some cau prefer free-stand^g 
sleeping perches and climbing 
areas, whereas others like a post 
that is hung on furniture or a door. 
Whatever your choice, cats prefer 
mutcriol thut is loosely woven so 
their dows cun hook and tear the 
fabric using long longitudinal 
strokes. Carpet can be too durable 
and won’t tear, or the cat's claws 
am catch and it will then refuse to 

***Good scratching moterlals 
indude sisal (a strong fiber), card- 
board, wood or wood composite sur- 
faces. Please note, unless the 
scratching post is completely 
destroyed, don’t replace u. Most 
cuts prefer posts that arc worn, 
.stringy and easy to rip. 

Here arc some basic notes on 
choosing a scratching post: 


• At least 3 feet iiigh. 

• Stable so it won't tipover. 

■ Moteriol sknilor to the current 
scratching target. . 

• Material a cat con dig its daws 
into; u vertical weave deans daws 
b<3t. 

• One post with a resung area on 
top. 

• A tall or floor-tocciling post the 
cot con climb for exercise. 

• If the cat is rductont lo use the 
scratching post, positive reinforce- 
ment rewards) should be used to 
moke it more appealing. 

Try one or more of the following: 

« Once the cat wakes up. lure it to 
the scratching post with food or a 
toy. ' . 

• Hold the lure port way up the 
post and wait until the cat stretches 
or scratches before giving it the 
reward. 

Dr. Wayne Humhausen, a well- 
known vetcrinaiy behaviorist, rec- 
ommends giving kitty a little treat if 
he looks at the post, a bifficr treat if 
.he touches It and a huge food 
reward If he uses it 

« Place food, catnip or toys on the 
post's ledges or platiorms. Or, if the 
cat likes a particular person, rub a 
sweaty shirt bdonging to him or her 
onthepesL .... . . 

« Lift the cat, and then, when 
putting it down, lower it so it grabs 
the post with its daws. 

• Rubbing the cat's paws gently 
on the post hdps provide visual and 
olfoctWy cues thar may ottruci the 
cat (rack for future scratdung. 

If, however, your cat is uncom- 
fortable with this, it may create a 
negative ussodution and ntay actu- 
ally be repelled from using iti 

• If the cat can’t be dosdy super- 
vised, it should be left with its 
scratching post in a designated kit- 
ten-proof area where unwonted 
damage cannot occur. This area 
should contain the cat's bedding, 
food, water, litter pan and toys-

Don’t let teacher persuade you to hover over homework 


An outraged mother recently 
showed me a letter received from 
her son’s second-grade teacher, the 
I theme of which wa.s the importance 

• of parent involvement. Barely con- 
. c^cd between the lines, however, 

' it read, “if you want good grades for 

your child, you’d best fomiliarize- 
yourself with his assignments and 
sit with him while he does his home- 
work." 

“What do you think about stuff 
: like this?” the mother asked. 

; 1 think it’s outrageous. I think 

■ teachers ought to know better. _A 
I parent’s regular participation in 
: homework effectively prevents the 

• diild from assuming full respon-tibil- 
ity for his homework. It encourages 

; dependency, short-circuits initiu. 
tive, and denies the child the riglu 
to struggle with diallenge. 

If grades are the issue, then par 
; ents who regularly nartlcipaie in 

• homework are “helping” in the 
; short term only. If learning is the 

• issue, then parents who regularly 
participate in homework are hurt- 
ing their children in both the short 
and the long terms. 

Parents should take keen intereSr 
in their children's education, but 
interest and involvement are horses 
of two different .colow. To provide 
occasional guidance is fine, bUt to 
provide the steam that powers the 
timework engine is not. 

Unfortunately, parents who 

• refuse to become o child's Nightly 
Homework Helper mu« accept that 
most of the other dads and moms 
ore dedicated to making sure their 

• kids receive grades they do not-. 
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deserve, grades that in most cases 
overstate ability. Thus, they must 
accept that theirs may be the only 
child in the doss whose grades arc 
on accurate reflection of ability and 
• fonitude. 

Will the child’s sclf-csicem suffer 
by comparison? becomes the nag- 
ging question. 

Tliis mother must also accept that — 
the teacher's likely reaction, should 
.she nnd out. Is contempt. It's not an 
easy decision for a pomt to moke, 
but the ri^t one, nonetheless. 

For parents who have the nerve 
to make it. I offer the following 
retort to the standard “Please, 
please be a good mom and help 
your child with his homework" let- 
ter. 

•'Dear (Teacher’s Name): With all 
due respect, I don’t do my child's 
homework. I wilt not cuen a/uays heip 
herwith iti/shcosfciAjrhdp. 

Sometimes, / will simply rdl her 
that she is smart enough to figure it 
out on her own In any ease, for me to 
figure it out for her u deariy not to 
hcradi«niafi(L/am notateypormt, 
frtit I am not and uriU not be a micro- 
manager either. Micromanagers do 
not bnng out the best in people. They 


bring out the laowt, regardless of 
whether (hey ore knoum as “Boss" or 
"Mom." 

"I expect (child’s name) to accept 
full responsibility for his/her home- 
work. ni pniwde neaxsarv guidance, 
occasionally, and that's about it. ~ 

•One docs not become a gnat pitch- 
er if Mom is standing on the rtwund 
with you, and one docs not become a 
great student if Mom helps with 
homework every night, or evert nearly

ble of doing, let me know and she ttrill 
wish she had

— starve her. but / will suidy_ tooch her

your pet to touch less appealing ^ 
covering them with foil or plastic 
sheeting. Tty putriM plastic carpet 
runners, pointy sides up, on the 
floor .where the cat stands to 
scnuch. 

Another deterrent is to hide out 
of sight and squirt the cut with a 
spray bottle so it will think, “1 lust 
scratched these drapes and they 
sprayed me with water!" 

Or, better, use shake-cans (pop 
<-nn< filled with small rocks) and 
throw them near the cat when it’s 
scratching. It sounds like an explo- 
sion to the cat, and you don't have 
to os good an aim os with the spray 
bottle. 

Be sure the post is absolutely sta- 
ble and tall enough for the cat to 
rearit up os he scratches. 

Being a veterinarian, cat lover , 
and pet advocate - and knowing the 
universe of possibilities in the great 
de^w dc^te - our cats, Turbo and 
Tango, still have their daws. They 
use them to moke mincemeat out of 
mice every day, fend off Scooter the 
fox terrier when she pla>;s too 
rough, and to rip the door trim off 
of th^ bedid>m in the born. But if 
wo got a new cut, let it live in the 
house witii us and couldn't control

Arc the famous and wealthy happier 
than the rest of us? Have you ever 
thou^t about happiness that way? 
Shoiud you? 

Pleasure can cost dearly if sought 
in for away places or addicting drugs. 
However, is a sunset in Hawaii more 
beautiful than a sunset over a local 
lake? Con drugs sunrass the uplifting 
■ feeliiig caused by an houris ran or 
power walk? Is watching a game 
from a “sky box” behind a glass wall 
that separates you from the sounds 
and feel of the game superior to 
bdng among the crowd os “time runs 
out” and your team scores? 

Isn't happiness an internal percep- 
tion? Don't we individually decide 
whether or not we arc happy and 
when wo will be happy? Can anyone 
make us happy or sad without our 
permission? If we moke an external

Having 
someone to listen to them and take 
ihim seriously mokes children feel ■ 
speciol. important and satisfied. 
Having someone to play with for on 
activity they ehjoy makes time fly: 
“Dinner already? Aww, mom!” 

Taking our cues from children 
shows us that simplicity, involve- 
ment with others we enjoy, working 
or playing on projects of interest 
btii^ happiness. Unless we make it 
part of the rxiles, money has little or 
nothing to do with happiness. 

Certainly making a long awaited 
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trip or pUgrimoge am add to happi- 
ness. However, if we tell. ourselves 
we wU be happy when we make the 
trip or we will be happy when we 
make so much rhoney or when wo 
meet a certain person, we deprive 
oiuselvcs of the ability to be happy 
right now. Shouldn’t happiness be a 
current, right-now expencncc? Arq 
you happy right now? You probably 
said yes. Many of us have this 
dichotomy. We think both: we will be 
happy when, and if asked, we feci 
happy now. It is like we don’t want to 
admit openly we arc happy. Odd, 
isn’t it? 

So, from this moment on, accept 
happiness, expea happiness. Find it 
in Jilllc n«s, and imusual moments; 
Find it everywhere. See it in every- 
thing you do. Widen your horizons »1 
your everyday life. Dwell on what 
you enjoy. Spend little or no time on 
what you find unpleasant. 

If you want to become a heavy 
weight champion of happiness, do 
this. “If you cannot do what you 
love, learn to love what you' do.” 
That is the real secret to happiness. 
Accept that you arie responsible for 
your attitude. Then, train yourself 
to enjoy even the menial and bor- 
How? Look at the details. Pay 

jre attention to each step of the 
process. Sing to yourself as you 
work. Realize, “I have to do it any; 
way. I might as well enjoy it." Allow 
yourself to be consciously happy 
more often. It will become a hnbil, a 
very good, positive, enjoyable one. 
S mile!
